Despite this ominous atmos- 
phere, it is the impression of this 
correspondent — formed after six 
days along the forbidding Russian 
frontier—that no armed adventure 
by the Soviet Army is now im- 
pending here. 

Nothing in Arctic Norway. con- 
ceivably menaces the Soviet Union. 
At this writing there is no reason 
to suppose that Norway will dare 
to try to convert Finnmark, with 
Western help, into a military bas 
tion like Alaska. 

All the apparent odds are that 
Finnmark will remain as it is—a 
setup for Russi troops if they 
march westward, The Soviet Army 
does not have to 
to win a race with the Allies for 
Finnmark Geographically, the 
Russians always would have a big 
head start. 

The Communist threats seem to 
exceed anything the Soviet com: 
mand may be willing to gamble at 
present. i 

Although Norway has no ifron- 
clad Western guarantee of protec- 
tion as yet, seizure of Finnmark 
might wroduce a violent reaction 
from the West. | nmark offers 
no rich economic bootv. It is rel. 
tively unimportant except for i:s 
strategic location. com .anding the 
nassage warmed by the Gulf 
Stream between the Arctic and Aft 
lantic Oceans. 

The rich iron ore mines at Kir- 
kenes were wrecked by the war 
and will not be producing again be- 
fore 1952. The required American 
machinery stil] has to be delivered 
around the North Cape. Elsewhere 
in Finnmark are fisheries and 
forests—of which the Soviet Union 
already has plenty. 

It may be expected that the real 
defense of Finnmark in the future 
wil] not depend. on the strength 
of any military bases here, but‘on 
the general strength of the Western 
Alliance in the rest of the world. 


If any part of Norway is to be 


strongly fortified bv the Western 
Allies, military logic appears to 
point to the Southern part, not 
the remote North. 

Units of a Russian division keep 
the frontier four miles from Kir- 
kenes tightly sealed. Their only 
contact with the Norwegians is at 
ludicrously formal] conferences 
held in a strip of no-man’s-land 12 
feet wide beside ice-covered Girls’ 
Lake. 

Russian and Norwegian Army 
officers bow stiffly. They discuss 
such topics as four missing Nor. 
wegian carbiou or a Norwegian 
boat that drifted against the Rus- 
sian bank of the Pasvik River. No 
matter how trivia: the question.

Across the Pasvik River lies the 
Petsamo area, rich with nickel 
mines. It belonged to Finland until 
the Western Allies approved its 
annexation by Russia in 1944.

Not the Way To Do Business 


We have great respect for Louis Brom- 
field as a novelist, a farmer and a con- 
servationist. His books are highly read- 
able and his interest in better farming will 
give him a place in the annals of agricul- 
ture, too. 


But we disagree with Mr. Bromfield’s 
suggestion that the South is cutting its 
own throat in fighting the discriminatory 
tax on oleomargarine. 


The Constitution consistently has op- 
posed this tax, though at the same time 
being a strong supporter of Georgia’s 
growing dairy industry. We think dairy- 
ing and livestock possibilities of the State 
barely have been touched. Both are des- 
tined for far greater development. 


But the South raises other products, 
too. Soybeans and cotton and peanuts, 
for instance. And 20 percent of the cot- 
tonseed crop is used in-the manufacture 
of oleomargarine. We do not have the fig- 
ures at hand but much peanut oil and 


soybean oil also is used in this product. 

What the South needs is all-around 
development—with livestock and dairying 
an integral but not all-important part. 
Peanuts and cotton and other crops will 
continue to hold a high place in our 
economy. 

It is a matter of doubt, too, as to how 
much the buttermakers stand to lose by 
removal of restrictions against margarine. 
A great many people prefer and will con- 
tinue to prefer butter. In addition, the 
production of milk is not necessarily de- 
pendent upon butter sales. Milk is the 
basis of a wide variety of food products, 
and there is growing demand for whole 
milk, 

Besides, there is the matter of fairness. 
Does Mr. Bromfield, or anyone, suggest 
that one industry should be permitted to 
thrive solely because its chief potential 
competitor is hamstrung: by purely artifi- 
cial tax discrimination? We submit that 
is not the way to do business.

Army Secretly Tries To Absorb Marines 


WASHINGTON—The plan to make the Marine Corps a part of the Army is under consideration 


again in high Pentagon quarters. 


Although cloaked in strict secrecy, word of the matter has leaked 


to Congress. According to this information, absorption of the Marine Corps by the Army is one of 
the major proposals on Gen. Dwight Eisenhower’s agenda for strengthening unification of the three 


armed services, 
The former Chief of Staff, on a two-month 


leave from Columbia University, is working on 
measures to strengthen unification. 
original armed services merger bill was under 
consideration in 1947, the Marine Corps charged 
that the Army secretly planned to absorb the his- 
toric fighting organization. Eisenhower issued 
a denial, but Murine Corps chiefs persisted in 
their contention. 


Congressional leaders say they now have 
inside word that the plan has been revived 
again in Eisenhower’s secret deliberations 
with the joint Chiefs of Staff. 

Rep. Carl Vinson, Democrat, Georgia, 
Chairman of the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, is up in arms over the report. He 
has sent private word to the Pentagon that 
he will leave no stone unturned to block 


the move. 


“IT don’t care if Eisenhower favors it,” Vinson 
says. “It’s an outrage and Congress won’t stand 
for it. They’ve got another think coming in the 
Pentagon if they believe they can get away 
with it.” 


TRUMAN VS. LEWIS—The Administration 
will open another fight next week to get confir- 
mation for James P. Boyd as head of the Fed- 
era. Bureau of Mines. 

Hearings on the year-old issue will be held 
‘by the Senate Interior Committee. Boyd’s con- 
firmation was blocked in last year’s Republican- 
controlled Senate by United Mine Worker Czar 
Jorn L. Lewis. Although Boyd is recognized as 
an outstanding mine authority, Lewis opposed 
shim because he was not Lewis’ choice for the job.

What Are Russia’s Intentions? 


WASHINGTON—The scene was a rather bleak government 
office in Belgrade. The speaker was a high Yugoslav official, who 
had worked intimately with Molotov. His subject was the unpleas- 
ant situation of any small country in the no man’s land of the 
world struggle between the Soviet Empire and the West. He spoke 
almost wistfully, ‘as many Europeans will, of the desirability of a 
“settlement” between Moscow and Washington. 

Fear of Western aggression, he said, was the whole mainspring 
of Russian policy. From personal experience, he emphatically de- 
scribed Molotov as genuinely afraid that the United States would 


attack Russia. 

» To reduce the conversation to practical terms, he was asked one 
or two questions. In order to achieve the mood described, must not 
Molotov have ignored all the visible facts of the first two postwar 
years, when Washington went so far to appease Moscow? In truth, 
must not the Soviet Foreign Minister simply formulate his theories 
by combining rigid Marxist theology with his own knowledge of 
what the Politburo would do with American resources at its dis- 
posal? The Yugoslav laughed and nodded. 

Then he was asked, what will calm these Soviet fears? Would 
not this appeasement entail giving away so many vital strategic 
positions that the Soviet Union could safely begin the career of 
aggression now imputed to the United States? And if the Politburo 
were thus enabled by a delusive “settlement,” to expand the Soviet 
sphere by easy conquest, what would be the result? This time the 
Yugoslav nodded glumly and stopped talking about “settlements.” 


Pattern The story is worth telling, because its pattern was re- 

peated in every other capital of Europe visited by this 
correspondent. A good many responsible European leaders even 
spoke wistfully about “settlements.” But the slightest inquiry 
about practical details is enough to reveal what they know in their 
hearts, that any “settlement” likely to be accepted by Moscow 
would spell the end of Europe. 

The question now, in fact, is not how to make a “settlement” 
but how the Kremlin is going to deal with the stalemate that is 
emerging in Europe, No one can speak positively about such an 
enigma as Soviet policy. But the following analysis is the con- 
sensus of the many informed off#ials and expert observers with 
whom this correspondent talked’ in France and Italy, Yugoslavia, 
Britain and Germany. All agree that the Kremlin does not want 
war now and will not take the risk of war, even for great ends, for 
some time to come. Even’the talk of an attack on Finland and other 
violent reactions to Norway’s joining the Atlantic Pact, with which 
Soviet diplomats nave been making Swedish flesh creep, have 
failed to carry conviction except in Stockholm. All agree also that 
the Kremlin’s plans for Europe have been at least temporarily 
frustrated, and that this frustration has forced the Kremlin to 
elaborate a new program. Finally it is the consensus that this new 
program has three aims. 2 


Aims The first aim is to establish total, ruthless, unchallengeable 

contro] over the Soviet Union’s new wartime conquests. 
(Hence the Czechoslovakia coup d’etat and the attempt to liqui- 
date the island of Western freedom in Berlin. Hence also the con- 
stant purges in all the: satellite countries, which are hardly noticed 
except when they involve such dramatic episodes as the Minds- 
zenty trial.) 

The second aim is to take immediate advantage of the Ameri- 
can concentration on Europe, and of the feeble or nonexistent de- 
fenses of the vast regions of the Middle and Far East. (Hence the 
drive into China, the even more significant drive into Southeast 
Asia, and the signs of renewed Soviet interest in the Middle East. 
If Asia is allowed to fall into the Soviet sphere by default, the 


attack in the Middle East will surely be launched at once. And it; 


may even begin much sooner.) 

The third aim is to prepare the Soviet Empire for war with all 
speed. (Hence the militarization of the Soviet economy, now almost 
as complete as the militarization of the German economy by Hitler. 
Hence also many other phenomena, from the creation of an em- 
bryonic German army to the terrible fate of the tens of thousands 
of men groaning in the uranium mines of the Erzegebirge.) 

There are two things to note about this program. 
False P eace It is a practical program. There are no obvious 
miscaliculations, such as the misreading of the United States that 
caused the Kremlin’s first grandiose plans to miscarry. In fact, 
such events as President Truman’s reduction of American rearma- 
ment have already given the Kremlin every reason to oelieve that 
America is relapsing into a mood of business-as-usual. As the stale- 
mate in Europe continues, the American opposition is undoubtedly 
expected to decrease. 

On the other hand, this is not a program which can be coun- 
tered by @ mere Atlantic Pact in which no member ‘nation is 
genuinely strong. The Kremlin’s conscious aims may be defensive, 


even for the long run. The Soviet program may take five or 10 or | 
15, or even 20 years to fulfill. But if this program is ever fulfilled, | 


their new might will deeply influence the men of the Kremlin. 
They wil] be almost irresistibly tempted to use force to assist the 


time of great danger is still distant, the United States cannot afford 
relapse into drugged enjoyment of a false: peace. 


Will Another Coalition Defeat ‘Fair Deal’? 


WASHINGTON—The bid of Donald R. Richberg for a Republican-Democratic coalition against the 
paternalistic and welfare-State aspects of President Trumian’s program recalls that just that sort of 
movement was broached 11 years ago with notable, although not all one-way, political results. 


Presumably with an eye to the intra-Demo- 
cratic clash over “civil rights,” Mr. Richberg as- 
serted that “a coalition of Democratic and Re- 
publican leaders against paternalism and in sup- 
port of the liberalism of local self-government 
could be achieved and take over the control of 
Congress within a hundred days.” From this 
beginning, he said, extension of the bipartisan 
coalition into the “national elections of 1950 and 
1952 could easily be engineered.” 

The authors of substantially the same proposal 
back in 1937-38, aimed against the nationalistic 
paternalism of the Roosevelt New Deal, were 
Sens. Josiah W. Bailey, of North Carolina, since 
deceased, and Arthur H. Vandenberg, who is still 
very much in the political picture. ; 


Bailey and Vandenberg drew up a mani- 
festo of bipartisan revolt against the New 
Deal, much of which is equally applicable to 
the Truman Fair Deal. It stressed State 
rights and local self-government; ending of 
coercion and violence by either labor or capi- 
tal; ending of Government competition with 
private business; reliance on individual enter- 
prise, initiative and ambition; Government 
economy, lower taxes and a balanced budget. 


In a Lincoln Day speech, Feb. 12, 1938, Van- 
denberg asserted that “Lincoln was a coalitionist 
when temporary emergency required,” and he 
said: “We are now in another crisis, and in the 
Lincoln formula we must keep an open road 
upon which thinkers—regardless of geography or 
previous partisan affiliation—may travel arm 
in arm, heart to heart, toward the goals of Ameri- 
can redemption.” 

Vandenberg refused to sanction a presidential 
boom in his own behalf because, he said, the 
1940 Convention, which represents the ‘opposi- 
tion’ (whatever final form it may take), should 
be a free convention in which the wisest decision 
may be made in light of the necessities as they 
may develop.” 

The Vandenberg-Bailey movement defeated 
President Roosevelt at every turn during the 
1938 congressional session. It beat Roosevelt 
even worse when he sought to purge Democratic 


coalitionists, including Sen. George, of Georgia, 
present leader of the anticloture Southern fili- 
buster. In the 1939 Fall election the Republicans 
—_— 80 seats in the House and seven in the 
enate. 


Meanwhile, however, the wily Mr. Roose- 
velt was engineering a cpalition of his own. 
Right in the midst of his attempt to purge 
nonconformist Democrats, as subsequently 
disclosed, he began dickering with the 1936 
Republican presidential election team of Alf 
M. Landon and Frank Knox, seeking to 
bring them into his Cabinet. 


Landon balked that move for the time being— 
but in 1940, just as the Republican National Con- 
vention was convening at Philadelphia, the ap- 
pointments of Knox as Secretary of the Navy 
and Henry L. Stimson, a former Republican Sec- 
retary of State, as Secretary of War, were an- 
nounced. 

The biggest factor in the third and fourth re- 
elections of President Roosevelt, of course, was 
the war, in face of which domestic issues were 
largely forgotten. 

No important New Deal proposal was enacted 
after the 1938 election, and the outlook for the 
Fair Deal does not look much better, despite 
President Truman’s success in re-electing him- 
self and restoring titular Democratic majorities in 
both Houses of Congress. 

As for Mr. Richberg’s coalition suggestion, 
it so far is acclaimed more by anti-Truman 
Democrats than by Republicans. The next 
big job, as the Republicans see it, is to win back 
control of Congress in 1950, and from that stand- 
point they. fee] that the farther they keep away 
from open coalition with the archconservative 
and racially conscious Southern Democrats, the 
better for their chances. 

_But the Republicans are very well pleased 
with the current demonstration that President 
Truman is helpless to make good on his cam-, 
paign promises because of Southern Democratic 
dissension. They hope that impasse will con- 
ges hg Republican success both next year and 
in ;

The bidding appears to be 
dashing but is sound in all re 
spects. West’s double is prefer- 
able to an overcall of two Clubs. 
North’s bid of four Spades is 
made with the intention of pre- 
venting the heart suit from be- 
ing shown by the opposition. 
While East has little in the way 


of honor strength he is justified | 


in competing at the range of five 
in view of his great trump 
length and lack of defense 
against the Spade contract. A 
five-Heart bid, it will be noted, 
could have been defeated by 
only one trick. South’s bid of 
six Spades would seem quite 
daring with three losing Hearts, 
but the bidding makes it reason- 
ably clear that North must be 
very short and probably void of 
the suit. 


The King of Hearts. was 
opened and ruffed. A trump 
was led to the closed hand and 
another Heart ruffed. Another 
trump and the last Heart ruffed 
in dummy. The Ace and King 
of Clubs were cashed, but in 
order to clear the dummy of the 
third Club declarer would be 
obliged to extract dummy’s last 
trump, which would kill the end 
play. He therefore led a low 
Diamond. West won with the 
Queen and continued with a 
Club, waiting for the setting 
trick in Diamonds. 

A proper sequence of plays 
would have brought home the 
bacon. After ruffing the open- 
ing lead declarer may lead one 
trump to his hand and then cash 
the Ace and King of Clubs. A 
Heart is ruffed in dummy and 
the third Club ruffed in the 


closed hand with-an honor, The 


last Heart is now ruffed in 
dummy and the _ remaining 
trump extracted by leading the 
Jack. The lead is now in dummy 
and all the Hearts and Clubs 
have been cleared from bot 

hands. The Jack of Diamonds 
is then led. If there is a cover, 
school is out.
